48. (Currently Amended) A method of producing influenza virus, the method 
comprising: a) culturing a host cell that comprises i) replicable influenza RNA molecules 
transcribed from by a DNA-dependent RNA polymerase and ii) vector DNA that encodes and 
expresses influenza RNA polymerase and nucleoprotein, such that the influenza RNA 
polymerase replicates the influenza RNA molecules and, b) recovering the influenza virus from 
the culture. 

49-53. (Cancelled). 

54. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 48, wherein the vector DNA encodes 
PA, PB1,PB2, and NP. 

55. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 54, wherein PA, PB1, PB2, and NP 
are encoded by separate vectors. 

56. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 48, 54, or 55, wherein the DNA 
comprises cDNA. 

57. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 56, wherein the influenza RNA 
molecules encode a modified influenza gene. 

58. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 57, wherein the gene is HA. 

59. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 48, 54, or 55, wherein one or more of 
PA, PB1, PB2, and NP are constitutively expressed by the cell. 

60. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 59, wherein the influenza RNA 
molecules encode a modified influenza gene.

(Previously Presented) The method of claim 60, wherein the gene is HA.
